(4) If an assignment has been executed by any of the original named inventors, the 
written consent of the assignee (see 5. 73(b)). 

A review of the record reveals that petitioner has complied with all the conditions in 37 CFR § 
1 .48(a). The petition is granted . A corrected filing receipt has been issued naming the actual 
inventors of the above-identified patent, namely, Michael J. Collins and Edward E. King.
